Anwers Congressman’s Argument 

In these words Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Charles Brannan of the United 
‘States concludes his reply to a letter 
from one of many U.S. Congressmen 
who have protested strongly “against 
the importation of certain farm pro- 
ducts from Canada, and seek to have 
such imports severely restricted or 
banned. The Canadian Federation of 
Agriculture has been privileged to 
obtain a copy of Secretary Brannan's 
letter from the Federal Department of 
Agriculture, with permission to send 
the contents to its member bodies, 

Warm Tribute To Canada 


In a trenchantly written letter of 
some two thousand words, Mr. Bran 
nan strikes back against the advo- 
cates of the raising of new barriers 
against imports of the Canadian farm 
products referred to. He pays a warm 
tribute to Canada, referring to great 
friendliness: and co-operation existing 
in economic and political relations be- 
‘tween the two countries. 

Keeping the broaq intérest of the 
farmers of the U.S. in mind at all tim- 
es as the paramount consideration, the 
Secretary indicates that both sound 
principles of international trading, and

The Secretary's letter is addressed 
to Hon. Charles B. Hoeven, US. House 
of Representatives, with whom 36 oth- 
er Congressmen hag associated them- 
selves in calling for the restriction. 
They had asked Mr. Brannan to pro- 
oeed; under authority granted to him 
under Section 22 of the Agricultural 
Adjustmen® Act of 1938, as amended, 
“to request the President to direct the 
Tariff Commission to make studies as 
to the effect of imports of cheese, dried 
milk powder, corn, barley, oats ,driei 
beans, potatoes, pork, pork products, 
dried and shell eggs and grapes; ani, 
on completion of those studies, to re- 
commend such import quotas and pen- 
alties as will permit the utilization of 
our domestic stocks.” 

“Relations With Friendly Countries” 

In the course of his reply, Secretary 
Brannan states in part: “The author- 
ity to restrict imports into the United 
States must, as 1 am sure you recog- 
mize, be used only after careful consid- 
eration, not only of the imports in 


question, but also of the. effects on ag- | 


ricultureal exports, on our trade policy 
as a‘ whole, and on our relations with 
friendly foreign countries. 

“Before discussing any of the de- 
tailed considerations regarding the 
specific commodities listed in your let- 


ter, 1 would like to mention some gen- |

trade policy of the United States as-it! 


eral considerations regarding 
relates to the welfare of the American 
farmer and regarding the role of im- 
port restrictions in that policy. 

U.S. Farmers’ Main Interest 


“The principal direct interest of the 
American. farmer in foreign trade is 
in the maintenance of his export out- 
let. In the last few years we have been 
exporting something over three billion 
dollars worth of farm products annual- 
ly. Imports of all products competing 
with American farmers have been 
about half that figure, and have con- 
sisted primarily of such things as 
sugar, wool, and hides and skins, of 
which our domestic production is not 
nearly enough to supply the needs of 
the people of the United States at the 
high standard of living we have been 
maintaining. 

“Imports of all of the products list- 
ed in your letter have been of the or- 
der of about one-tenth of one billion 
dollars, and there is little likelihood of 
their becoming substantially larger. 

Another U.S. Farmer Interest 

“Another major interest of the Am- 
erican farmer in foreign trade is that 
which he has as a supplier of the enor- 
mous market for farm products repre- 
sented by the workers in American in- 
dustry. A very important part of this 
market is maintained because of the 

“employment and prosperity which 
American industry enjoys by virtue of 
its exports and thereby to depress the 
tremendous domestic market on which 
United States agriculture principally 
depends is of greater danger to the 
American farmer than is competition 
from the relatively small imports men-

been instituted by Alberta's highway 
traffic Board. 

An educational unit, available to sert- 
vice clubs, boards of trade, school 
boards and. municipal organizations, 
has been authorized by the board. The 
unit will conduct local meetings at the 
request of such organizations. Its pro- 
gram will include lectures, motion pic- 
tures and practical physical tests. 

The service has been devised to 
demonstrate effects of physical defic- 
jencies of which motorists themselves 
may be unaware. Although the results 
of physical tests will be tabulated and 
assessed, the tests themselves are pur- 
ely voluntary and the findings frem 
them are solely for the enlightenment 
of the individual concerned. 

The motion pictures have been sel- 
eoted on the recommendation of traffic 
control units in the United States and 
are informative as well as entertainin s, 

The physical aptitude driving test, 
employs five different machines with 
which it is posstble to conduct eight 


separate tests. Steadiness, visual ac- 
uity, glare, night vision, vision judg- 
ment, distance, reaction and field of 
vision can be rated from these units. 

Assessment and ratings obtained 
from the tests are derived from the 
system originally employed by . the 
United States Air Force on potential 
aircrew recruits. On the basis of these 
results certain recommendations will 
be made to drivers who have’ volun- 
teered for the fests. 

Operation of the unit is intended to 
be on a full-time province-wide basis. |

RE - HOUSING SITLATION 

WAINWRIGHT, ALBERTA, 


This Chamber wishes to thank you 
one again for your interest in the pro- 
blem of housing in this town as evi- 
denceq by your reply to our letter on 
the subject some time ago. Since 
last wrote to you the situation has det- 
erlorated further and in the light of 
changing world condition we are again 
contacting you for information. 

As you pointed out previously our 
main disadvantage is the fact that 
there is only a small permanent staff 
at the Camp and that thé large major- 
ity of the personnel stationed here are 
on a temporary basis. We have never 
been able to find out from anyone any 
‘particulars regarding the Camp. All 
Senlor officers seem to be impressed 
with the fine training area but no de- 
finite word is ever given as to whether 
it will be maintained as a permanent 
camp. Without sich information we 
are unable to interest private capital 
in the erection of living accommoda- 
tion and recreation facilities, 


we 


Postings to Camps located near smal 
towns are never received very favor- 
ably by military personnel, the main 
reason being the lack of acoommoia- 
tion for families. We are most anxious 
to have this fault corrected here par- 
ticularly for those people who are post- 
ed here on a more or less permanent 
basis, In’this regard we would appre- 
elate your advise on the following 
matters :— 

(1) Whether or not there ts any like- 
lihood of the status of this Camp be- 
ing changed sufficiently to warrant the 
construction of family living quarters 
by the government. 

(2) Whether there is enough assur- 
ance that the Camp will continue to be 
active to give us a basis for encourag- 
ing the erection of low rental housing 
by private individuals. 

We are proud of the progress our 
town has made since the War. We 
have a large new hospital which han- 
dies military as well as civilian pa- 
tients, and a new school which accepts 
the children of army, personnel without 
question. A new Sewer and Water. pro- 
ject is nearing completion which, with 
our present natural gas and hydro sys- 
tems, will give us a complete set of 
utilties. Our main disadvantage is the 
lack of housing which forces many 
service families to live in very primi- 
|tive conditions here separated 
| with the family living in Edmonton or 
Calgary while the soldier works here.

CHILD PSYCHOLOGY 

One school of psychologists, for somé years prominent in 
the field of giving advice to parents, used to preach, and prob- 
ably still does, that children never should be frustrated. The 
theory was that frustration in childhood would bring on all 
kinds of undesirable complexes in adult life, whereas, with 
freedom té do exactly as it pleased, the child, if it survived its 
formative years, would learn by experience the value of social- 
ly useful behaviour, and would become civilized by the time it 
reached maturity, 


The record of juvenile delinquency, particularly in larger 
Canadian cities, during the past decade suggests that there are 
flaws in this theory. Adolescents who were not controlled in 
childhood, sometimes because one parent was in the army and 
the other had a wartime job, now have to be frustrated by 
the police when their unrestrained impulses lead them into 
gang warfare, car thefts and assault and robbery of peaceful 
citizens, 


If they were left to follow the amusements unmolested, 
these adolescents, it is true, might’ achieve’ the status of respon- 
sible adul simply through boredome with their present 
course, So.the psychologists’ theory cannot be completely dis- 
proved. Society cannot afford the-experiment. 


If the aim of education is to train a child to become fitted 
to the society of which he is a part, frustration should be an 
early essential of his training and it can hardly begin too early. 
He should learn that punishment will follow bad conduct, 

. while reward, less certainly, may follow good. Parents are saf- 
er in following the advice of King Solomon than the fashions 
of the latest Ph.D. in psychology. 


The theory of frustration as a basis of education can cer- 
tainly be supported by results, for most adults were brought 
up by the more or less old-fashioned methods condemned by 
modern psychology, and old-fashioned parents believed in 
strict restraint of their offspring’s natural predilection for may- 
hem and other forms of violence. One socially desirable result 
of the old fashioned methods is that Canadians are, on the 
whole, law-abiding people. Another result, socially desirable 
from the point of view of Ottawa; is the physical safety of the 
controllers and inspectors appointed under the authority of 
Acts and Regulations for the purpose of continuing indefinite- 
ly the process of frustration.

THE WISDOM OF THE PEOPLE 


Philosophic optimists believe that the people, as a whole, 
will always arrive at right decisions for the country’s welfare. 


Professional politicians profess to hold the same belief, strongly - 


when their party is on the winning side of the election, less so 
when the opposing candidate has rolled up a huge majority. 
Even communists, whose sole aim is power over others, find 
it useful to cloak their actions with the phrases of democracy. 


Nevertheless, when Canada is at war or threatened with 
war, most of the comfortable phrases about trusting other peo- 
_ ple are tossed aside. It is assumed that only government is fit 
to know what is going on, or to make the right decisions in the 
light of knowledge. Government, if it be taken to include the 
cabinet and the upper members of the civil service, numbers 
at the most a few hundred persons of a class remote from the 
hopes and fears of the average taxpayer who supports them. 
Yet, the moment an. emergency gives an excuse, this’ little 
group, no matter how many blunders it may have made in the 
past, becomes endowed with superhuman wisdom and extraor- 
_dinary powers over its fellow citizens. ; . 

It may be that the wisdom of the people is only a super- 
stition and one that can be safely discarded when national 
emergency permits a party in power to become a dictatorship. 
On the other hand, the idea,that a government is the sole re- 
pository of a country’s wisdom is a superstition with a flimsier 
foundation. 


TAXATION FOR SECURITY 


The announcement of the doubling of Canada’s arms 
budget is not particularly pleasant, but it is far from unex- 
pected. It will mean higher taxation for most of us; but why 
should it not? Despite the taxes we are now called upon to 
pay, or may in the future be saddled with, Canadians, as a 
whole enjoy one of the highest living standards in the world. 
We enjoy a living standard which enables us to pay heavy 
taxes, and still come out much, ahead of the peoples of most 
other countries. And let us not be fooled into thinking that 
‘we would be allowed to continue in our present happy state 
if our country came under the control of those who would now 
like to control it. 

Freedom has, and will for some time continue to, call for 
sacrifices from those who enjoy it . . . and perhaps the least 
of these sacrifices is the sacrifice of a certain amount of cash. 

We believe that government collections should go even 
further than is necessary to assure us of national freedom. We 
are quite convinced that our taxation should be expanded un- 
til it embraces some form of old age security plan which far 
outstrips the present pension. scheme. 

One of the features which drives working men to demand 
greater and greater rewards for their efforts is the growing 

' desire to be independent in old age. Unfortunately this is not 
always accomplished by wage increases, for the demands for 
present spending too often overcome the desite to save in 
preparation for the time when one becomes unable to engage 
in profitable employment. 

More adequate provisions for citizens who might other- 
wise become dependent, could do much to reduce one of the 
great causes of a feeling of insecurity, and perhaps add up to 
a more contented working class, which would be less apt to 
engage im labor-management strife. 

Call it what you like, there is little question that we have 
embarked on a course that will eventually lead us to co-op- 
erative security plans, managed by our elected representatives, 
which will outstrip the valuable assistance. which is now be- 
ing given. ‘ : 

If we have any gripe about government taxation it is the 
complaint that the costs of administration are too great. As 
it has been suggested, Canada could wage a sizeable war, and 
get its manpower out of surplus civil service. staffs. 


Justifying Profits 


Many, evén among intelligent people, 
have failed to realize that they have 
been living through one of the great 
revolutions of world history. It is not 
the less significant because it has been 
an industrial revolution. It has touched 
every one of us where we feel it most, 
at the point of income whose growth is 
reflected in our whole outlook and way. 
of. life. In the last 50 years the average 
wage of workers in the United States 
has risen from 43 cents an hour in 
1900 to $1.83 an hour in 1950. And it 
is to be remembered that, in each case, 
the figures are for real wages—what 
money will buy in actual goods, 


This magic was not the magic of 
unions, as we are often ‘asked to be- 
lieve. For, though it is seldom recog- 
nized, production is the only possible 
basis for determining wages or work 
hours or pensions or other securities, 
It is clear then that only if the worker 
labored three times as hard and pro- 
duced three times as much goods: with 
the same equipment could he be said 
to be the sole master of his own fate. 
But labor did not work as hard. Half 
a century ago 54 and 58 hour weeks

| The tractor, being tested by the Re- 


search Division of the Ontario Depart- / 


ment of Lands and Forests, was dev- 
eloped at the southern research station 
: Toronto. 


Driven by a six horsepower motor, 
it carries lodds up to 800 pounds 
through some of the roughest country 
in the province. It is intended, pri- 
marily, for use during the forest fire 
season. 

On the way to one fire it carried a 
complete power pump unit, including 
rotary pump, two cylinder gasoline en 
gines, 1,000 feet of hose, couplings, tool 
kit and fuel. 

On occasion, it has carried a man 
in addition to the other load and of- 
ficials believe it could be used as a 
means of removing injured personnel 
from fire lines if necessary. 

The tractor is guided by one man 
who walks behind it and directs it 
through handles similar to those used 
on a horse-drawn plow. Intricate clutch 
mechanism allow it to be turned with- 
in its own length of about four feet.

Transplanting 
Perennials 


Now about the flower garden. The 
display of perennials is the basis of 
most attractive flower gardens, but to 
maintain them at their best the plants 
should be lifed and divided every 4 or 
6 years. P. D. McCalla, Supervisor of 
Horticulture, Alberta Department of 
Agriculture, advises that most peren- 
nials are best lifted and divided after 
flowering is over, ang since most of 
these plants have passed their prime 
they may now be safely transplanted. 

Trig, peonies, perennial phlox, and 
most other. perennials can best be 
transplanted at any time during the 
next 2 or 8 weeks. Transplanting at 
this time allows the plants to become 
established before the frost arrives. 
An exception to fall transplanting is 
the delphinium which is best divided 
in the early spring. 

The perennials to be moved during 
the fall cam be divided either by pul- 
ling them apart by hang or cutting 
with a sharp knife. The important

Canadian Beef Exports Up 


Since the export restrictions were 
lifted to the Uniteq States two years 


ago, 990 thousand head of cattle and 175 
million pounds of dressed beef have 
been exported, which is equivalent to 
about 1,437,000 head of cattle, even 
though the cattle population has de- 
clined from the 1946 peak of 10.8 mil- 
lion to 9.1 million in 1949, according to 
figures released by the Marketing Ser 
vice, Department of Agriculture, 
tawa.

Canadian Bacon Exports 
For 80 years Canada has been export 
ing bacon ang during the period from 
1940-49, a total of approximately 4 bil- 
lion pounds was exported, this figure 
exceeding the exports for the previous 
40 years, according to figures released 
by Marketing Service, Department of 
Agriculture, Ottawa. During the past 
four years exports have dropped from 
273 million pounds in 1946 to an esti- 
mated 60 million this year.

We Should Winter Bees 


W. G. leMaistre,'Alberta’s Provincial 
Apiarist, says that there are many 
advantages for beekeepers who are 
able to bring their colonies through the 
winter. The cost of bees imported in 
the spring is high in relation to ine 
price of honey, and there is always 
gome uncertainty in the supply wh ‘a 
you have to rely on an outside supplier 
for bees. 

Considerable testing has been goirg 
on during the last few years and sat's- 
factory ways of keeping the bees alive 
have been found. 

One of the main difficulties in pro- 
viding. proper winter protection for 
bees is ventilation. There is always 
| moisture from the bees as they con- 
sume their diac: This moisture muet 
be allowed to escape or it will cause 
dampness, ang dampness will kill the 
bees. - 

A hive packed outside with ‘about $8 
inches of insulation on top and three 
inches on the sides, and having a top 
| entrance, will usually result in the bees 
pulling through our Alberta winters 
quite. well, 


Science Helps In Fight 
Against Bovine 
Tuberculosis 


Louls Pasteur, 


the great French 
| scientist, is credited with starting the 
scientific approach to disease control 
about a century ago' when he started 
his epoch-making studies on what he 
termed “the problems of the infinitely 
small” or the minute organisms res- 
ponsible for causing disease. Since 
then man's constant fight against dis- 
ease usually begins in ‘the laboratory 
with the discovery of some, improved 
serum or technique, which has great 
diagnostic or curative value against 
these disease-causing organiams. 

An outstanding example is Canada’s 
fight to‘ control tuberculosis in cattle, 
a disease that is difficult to diagnose 
and control, The production of tuber- 
culin in the laboratory ang the applica- 
tion of the tuberculin test in the field 
are complementary procedures and 
each represents a vital step in the er- 
adication of the disease. 

Intensive research training is requir 
ed for those who participate in the pre- 
paration: and the standardization of 
the tuberculin used for diagnosing bo- 
vine tuberculosis. This operation must 
be done under carefully controlled la- 
boratory conditions, such as are found 
in the Animal Diseases Research Insti- 
tute, Hull, Quebec, the main labera- 
tory of the Division of Animal Pathwl- 
ogy, Science Service, Department of 
Agriculture, Ottawa. All the tuberculin 
use@ in Canada, amounting to some 
3,600,000 doses a year, is prepared in 
this one laboratory for distribution 
from coast to coast as required. 

According to 1949 statistics, Canada 
has a cattle population of 8,251,000 and 
60 per cent of these come under the 
Department's tuberculosis control pul- 
icies. These policies are devised to meet 
the various needs of the producers and 
consist of the Accredited Herd Plan, 
Supervised Herd Plan, and Restricted 
Area Plan. They not only prove a de- 


cided help in selling cattle in various 


' export markets, but serve also as a safe 
guard in protecting the national health. 

The success that Canada has achiev- 
ed in combatting bovine tuberculosis 
ean be saig to be due to the use of care 
fully tested tuberculin and the effic- 
fent application of the tubereulin test 
in the field. This is administered by 
the Health of Animals Division, Pro- 
duction Service, Department of Agri- 
culture, Ottawa, the field officers work 


_|ing in close co-operation with the pro- 


vincial oficials in the various provin- 


ces. 

Only by keeping the problem con- 
tantly in view and through the co 
operation of all concermed, can the 
eradication of bovine tuberculosis in 
Canada be achieved efficiently and at

The third year of Independence will 
go down as the year of preparation fot 
the functioning of the biggest demo- 
cratic republic the world has ever 
seen. For a number of voters larger 
than the entire population ‘Of the Unt: 
ted States of America will go to the 
polls in the spring of 1951 in the first 
general elections of the Republic of 
India. When the framers of the Con- 
stitution of India decided on adult euf- 
frage for the country, about 170,000,- 
00@ people—roughly 50 per cent of the 
population including women—were en 
franchised, This will be the largest 
electorate in the whole world, ang in 
April-May of the coming .year it will 
elect the Parliainent of India and the 
Legislative Assemblies of the various 
States. 

For ..the first time since the British 
introduced separate electorates on 
communal lines into the body politic of 
India, the country will be holding 
elections wncoloured by communal 
tinge. There will be‘one general elect- 
oral roll for all communities and reli- 


gions and no candidates Will be elect- 
ed on any communal basis.

Magnitude of the Task 

Never before in the history of the 
world have elections on such a vast 
scale been held. Even the preparation 
of the electoral rolis is a herulean task 
in itself; Writing on this, President 
Rajendra Prasad, who as President of 
the Constituent Assembly of India pre- 
sided over the framing of the Consti- 
| tution, gives’ some interesting figures: 

“I was the other day calculating 

what our electoral roll will look lixe. 

If you print 40 names on a page of 

foolscap size, we shall require some 

thing like 2,000,000 sheets of fullscap 
size to print all the. names of voters, 
and if you combine the whole thing 
in one volume, the thickness of the 

volume will be something. like 200 

yards.” 

Turning to the number of members 
and the constituencies which will elect 
them, the President writes: 

“The. legislative Assemblies in the 

Provinces (States), it is roughly cal- 

culated, will have more than 3,800 

members who will have to be elec'ed 

in almost as many constituencies, 

Then there will be something like 

500 members for the House of the 

People and about 220 members for 

the Council of State. We yhall thus 

have to provide for the election of 
more than 4,500 members and the 
country will have to be divided into 
something like 4,000 constituencies 
or 80," 
The Vote 

The qualifications for the voters 
have been put on a very simple basis, 
Any citizen who is 21 years of age and 
has resided in any particular place in 
the country for 180 days is entitled. to 
be registered as a voter in that con- 


constituency. 

Ever since the inauguration of the 
Republic of India, on January 26, 1959, 
ah army of enumerators has’ been busy 
Yegistering the names of all the voters, 
roughly three-quarter million of whom 
will have to elect each member of the 
House of the People, the Lower House 
‘in the country’s Parliament. 

Women who have enfranchised' on 
the same adult suffrage basis as men 
and taking their numbers roughly at 
half of the adult population, as many 
as 85,000,000 of them will have their 
say in the coming elections. 

Free and Fair Elections 


of the Constitution set up an Election 
Commission which is entrusted with 
the work of conducting all elections un 
der the Constitution including the el- 
ection of the President, etc. 

The head of the commission is the 
Chief Blection Commissioner whose 
appointment vests in the President but 
whose removal from office is only sub- 
ject to such a demand by Parliament. 
Président Prasad appointed Sukumar 
Sen, a senior civilian till recently Chief 
Secretary of the West Bengal Govern- 
ment, as the Chief Election Commis- 
sioner on March 21. Sen is now on a 
tour of the country consulting various 
State Governments on delimitation of 
constituencies, manner of voting and 
other election problems. : 

Every State has also appointed Elec- 
tion Officers who are supervising the 
preparation of rolls ete, The village 
rolls were prepared by patwaris—re- 
venue collectors. In urban ‘areas reg- 
istration clerks and teachers and vol- 
unteers specially employed for the 
purpose ‘of registering the names from 
door to door worked under the guidance 
of district electoral officers concerned. 

Draft electoral rolls have been pre- 
pared and printed in most states. 
These are being revised as a result of 
the change in the qualifying date and 
the qualifying period of residence un- 
der the Representation of the People 
Act. In certain States the Supplemen- 
tary rolls have gone into print in re- 
gional languages. Rs. 60,000,000 have 
been already spent on the preparation 
and printing of electoral rolls. 

The Chief Election Commissioner 
will submit his’ proposals for the elec- 
tions to the President ang these will 
also be published to elicit public op- 
inion. Parliament will then debate the 
whole question, prescribe the delim- 
itation of the constituencies and lay 
down the manner of voting. 

In order to make it easy for every 
voter to cast his vote, one election 
booth is proposed to be set up for ev- 
ery 1,000 voters. The booth will be with 
in a mile or so of the voters, . Every 
precaution is being taken to see that 
no eligible voter is left out of the rolls, 

Though elections for the House of 
the People and the State legislatures 
will take place simultaneously, voting 
in the same constituency might .take 
place on different dates depending on 
the availability of suitable official per- 
sonnel to supervise the elections, Any 
Government servant interfering unduly 
in the elections will be dealt with un- 
der the rules.

These giant rabbits—and the unborn 
| piglets, 4t is hoped—are produced by 
increasing the sont of their chrom- 
osomes. 

To increase an animal's chromosom- 
es, the scientists go to work on its 
mother. ‘They inseminate her artific- 
jally, mixing a substance called col- 
chincine with the sperm. 1 

For some time, scientists have known 
how to make giant plants by increasing 
their chromosomes. But not until the 
two Stockholm scientists produéed 
their oversize rabbits was it certain 
that the same change could be induc- 
ed in animals. 

Provide Answers 


Like the rabbits, the piglets are ex 
pected to be of normal size at birth. 
But they are expected to shoot up into 
outsizes after their third wee of life. 

Dr. Bone said it is hoped the piglets 
will provide the scientists with the 
answers to a number of questions 
which they are still asking. : 

Will they, for example, be sterile like 
the rabbits, thus preventing the evolu- 
tién of a new species of giant pigs able 
to reproduce themselves naturally 
without the aid of artificial insemina- 
tion? 

Will their flesh be of poorer quality 
than the flesh of normal-size animale, 
thus spoiling a dream of giant pork 
chops?

Rainmakers Have 
‘Tried Many Syste 


Ever since the first farmer lost his 
crops or stock in a bad drought, man 
has been searching for ways to make 
rain to order. 


Early attempts consisted of sacrific- 
,@s and incantations to the local god of 
‘the weather. Later, medicine . men, 
witch doctors ang rain dances were 
responsible for conjuring up moisture. 


As civilization advanced, commercial 
minded characters made a paying bus- 
iness of “drumming up” rain. Some of 
them did that literally, using drums, 
whistles and horns to break up the 
clouds. The advent of gunpowder real- 
ly gave the business a boost. For 
many years it was’ seriously believed 
that syntheti@ thunder from guns 
would fool the clouds into giving up 
their water. 

In the present. century, 
makers’ have taken a more “scientific” 
approach, Early in the century, con- 
traptions spouting smoke and chemi- 
cals were in great demand. Cash only 
on delivery—as high as $4,000 a job— 
was the credo of most of the “rain- 
makers,” but many of them still made 
a living. Sceptics went so far as to say

Organized shortly after the village 
was instituted, the organization. stag- 
ed ari annual agricultural fair for many 
years. These fairs were one of the 
highlights of the summer season, and 
there is little question but that the 
livestock and other exhibits did much 
‘to stimulate progress in the community.

Reduce The Fly Menace 


Eliminate the disease-carrying fly 
with a combination of regular sanl- 
tary practice and chemical methods, 
urges W. Lobay, Supervisor of Crop 
Protection, Alberta Department of Ag- 
riculture. Clean-up of fly breeding 
places ‘is the basis of the fly control 
program. Flies lay their eggs in man- 
ure, stock feeds, household garbage 
and similar places. An hour or two de- 
voted to a clean-up aroung the farm- 
stead at regular intervals will pay. big 
dividends in fly control. 

Spread the manure on the fields 
where it will help to increase fertility, 
advises Mr. Lobay, and see that out- 
door toilets are of modern deep pit de- 
sign with reasonably tight shelter and 
seat construction. Livestock feed bias 
shoulg be kept dry, and spilled feed 
hould be removed. 

Mr. Lobay points out that although

No simple system has yet been de- 
vised for the assessment of malnuiri- 
tion, says Dr. -L. B. Pett in an article— 


‘| “Signs of Mainutrition in Canada”— 


in the Canatlian Medical Association 
Journal. Dr. Pett is head of the Nutri- 
tion Division of the Department . of 
National Health and Welfare, Ottawa. 
Practitioners ang public health of- 
ficers alike realized the importance of 
nutrition in health and in the treat- 
ment of disease, but they had no ade- 
quate systematic information on how 
to proceed. Information was far from 
complete on which to assess milder 
forms of malnutrition. 
* Dr. Pett writes that malnutrition 
cannot be properly assessed from one 
sign alone, or from diet alone, or from 
laboratory tests alore, because even 
with all these approaches much Infor- 
mation is still needed before‘a satis«- 
factory system of assessment will be 
evolved. However, he hoped that the 
reported tests for signs of malnutri- 
tion in 6,000 Canadians would: illua- 
trate a method of procedure, and the 
kind of results which might be encoun- 
tered in similar group examinations. 
The writer reported that “the pend- 
ulum is swinging away from the preoc- 
cupation with vitamins and returning 
to emphasis on sufficient (but not over 
abundant) calories, on. aniino acids, 


,Jand on minerals—in short, to put em- 


phasis on the whole thing and a bal- 
anced dietary. 

“Gone are the days when we could 
say that the presence of a particulur 
vitamin in the diét prevents the corres- 
ponding deficiency disease, and conver 
sely that the absence of the vitamin 
necessarily results in the development 
of that disease.” 

He reports that malnutrition may 
occur in four overlapping stages;

Farm Storage of Grain - 

_ Western Canada will harvest a 
big grain crop in 1950. This means, 
of course, that large quantities of 
grain will have to be stored on farms 
this fall and winter. Careful pre- 
paration should be made immedi- 
ately, therefore, before the grain is 
harvested and stored, to see to it 
that farm granaries and bins ate in 
first - class condition — rain-proof, 
clean, and free from accumulations 
of old grain and feed. 

Thieves of Stored Grain. Insects, 
fungi (molds), and rats are the great 
thieves of stored grain. In Western 
Canada, however, the greatest dan- 
gers to stored grain are moisture 
and insects. Grain that is clean, dry 
and cool is not subject to insect 
damage or spoilage. To keep well, 
grain must be dry. 

Storage Procausions. Here are 
some important precautions to ob- 
serve in preparing farm granaries 
and bins for the 1950 crop, (1) 
Repair leaky roofs, windows and 
doors to exclude rain and snow. (2) 
Clean walls and floors thoroughly. 
Sweep the floor with damp sawdust, 
and then sprinkle a little hydrated 
lime over it. This should be swept 
around to fill all cracks. (3) Don’t 
forget that a wooden floor, construc- 
ted so as to provide ample air space 
between the floor and the ground, 
is “Safety Item No, 1” in a farm 
granary. (4) If the floor ie concrete, 
cover with moisture-proof paper. 
This will help to reduce possible 
moisture damage. (5) Don’t fill the 
granary too full. Be sure and leave 
enough space between the grain and 
the roof to provide good ventilation 

Basic Rules. The basic rule for 
storing grain on the farm to prevent 
damage, particularly from insects, is 
to keep the grain cool, dry; and free 
of broken kernels. Carrying out 
this rule, and practising simple 
cleanliness in moving and storing 
grain, will go a long way. toward 
eliminating farm storage losses in 
Western,Canada fhis fall and winter. 
If an important grain storage prob- 
lem develops on your farm this 
year, seek advice at once from the 
Stored Products Insect Laboratory, 
Winnipeg.

'* teltee? Integration 
The thira year of India’s freedom 


saw the completion of the process of 
integration of princely States with the 
rest of the country. 


On August 15, 1947, when the British 


retired from the Indian sub-continent 
the princes ruled about 48 per cent of 
the Indian Union territory with about 
28 per cent of its population. Theit 
States varied from over 80,000 square 
miles each of Kashmir and Hyderabad 
to a few acres apiece in the Saurash- 
tra group. The rulers enjoyed unlimited 
powers in internal affairs of the States 
and with some very few exceptions, 
where a modicum of democracy 


was 
practised, the rest of the States func- 


tioned as feudal autocracies 


The story of how during a perivi 
of a little over two years this conglo- 
meration of over 550 states has heen 
peacefully and voluntarily regrouped in 
just 15 unified constituents of the In- 
dian Republic, is one of the greatest 
achievements of India, most of the cre- 
dit for which goes to the patient f- 
forts and the statesmanship of the 
Minister of States and Deputy Prime 
Minister, Sardar Patel : 

(Nobody could have visualised this 
transformation in the country three 
years ago. In fact, the outlook for the 
smooth accession of the States was 
anything but bright. Proposals for sev 
eral ‘Rajasthans’ were in the air, and 
there were not a few who nursed the 
hope that overwhelmed by the éombin- 
ed weight of the partition of India and 
the disruption of the States the Govern 
ment of India would go under. 

Events in the States since then have, 
however, belied all this. Not only did 
all the States accede to the Indian Un- 
ion but in just over two years as many 
as 652 states, with an area of 387,803 
square miles and a population of over 
60,000,000, voluntarily liquidated them- 
selves and became part of India 
through merger or ffitegration. In this 
connection it is Worth remembering 
that this astonishingly rapid metamcr- 
phosis has been brought about with- 
out firing a shot or’ shedding one drop 
of blood—except the five-day police 
action in, Hyderabad, 

Three Stages 

Three clear-cut stages are discer.i- 
ible in this process, First was the Pri- 
tish declaration that with the transfer 
of power in India paramduntcy over 
Indian States. would lapse. It left a va- 
cuum which it was necessary to fill 
immediately, for geographical spots on 
the map of Indla could not become en- 
tirely independent just by the Briti:h 
withdrawal. In the next stage, there- 
fore, all the States except Hyderabad 
acceded to India giving the Union 
Government control over their external 
affairs, defence and communications. 
Even Hyderabad, which was reluctant 
to execute an Instrument of Accessic |, 
signed a standstill agreement with In- 
dia. In the last stage, all States except 
Kashmir, Hyderabad and Mysore, de- 
cided to give up their separate exist- 
ance elther by: amalgamating with ad- 
joining provinces or by forming auton- 
omous unions of their own. 

Three different methods have been 
adopted during this last stage. Firstly, 
216 States with an area. of 108,739 
square miles and a population of 19,- 
200,000 have mergea with the adjoining 
provinces, becoming part and parcel 
of the province with which they have 
merged. 

Secondly, 61 states with an area of 


63,704 square miles and a population of.) 


6,900,000 have been consolidated into 
seven centrally administered areas 
each under a Chief Commissioner. They 
are: Himachal Pradesh (consisting uf 
21 Hill States of Simla), Cutch, Bila 
spur, Bhopal, Tripura, Manipur and 


jin the enlarged provincial legislatures, 


population of 34,700,000 have formed 
five new viable unions. They are: Sau 
rashtta (222 units), Rajasthan (13 


these unions - Travancore-Cochin, Mad 
hya Bharat and Saurashtra - legisla- 
tures are functioning ang their minis- 
tries are responsible to their respective 
legislatures. Even in two of the three 
largé States which are still unaffected 
by the movement for merger or group 
ing - Mysore and Kashmir - full res- 
ponsible governments have been es- 
tablished, and the princes no longer 
rule by “divine right”. In Hyderabad, 
popular representatives have now been 
associated with the State administra- 
tion. 

In regard t6 the States merged In the 
Provinces, arrangements have been 
made for representation’ of their p2ople 


and the people of sttch merged States 
can now elect their representatives to 
the States (former provincial) legis- 
latureg_ in the same manner as others. 
As regards the centrally administered 
areas, the Central legislature has au- 
tomatically become responsible for 
their administration. Advisory Councils 
composed of popular representatives 
are functioning in Himachal Pradesh 
and Cutch, and similar Councils in oth 
er such areas are to be set up short'y. 
The people of these'areas will also be 
‘represented in Parliament. 

: Uniformity 


The policy of consolidation and dem- 
ocratisation of the Indian States has 
thus been completely successful. For 
the first time no there will be distinc- 
tion between the people of the provin- 
ces and the peoples of the States in the 
matter of degrees of freedom enjoyed 
by them. The constitution for the Sta- 
tes Unions and three separate States 
incorporated in the Constitution of 
India is practically more or less on the 
same lines as that of any Province, and 
with the fiscal integration of the Stat- 
és on April.1, 1950, there exists now a 
uniform system of federal finance
